The Bollands Survey 


Having given this a rest for a couple of months, I’ve managed to gather some useful and 
interesting information, plus some great pictures. Thanks again to Tony Atkins for his 
help, in particular supplying most of the pictures. We’re now getting a clearer picture of 
the machines that Fred and Arthur Bolland built, and to a certain extent when they were 
built. It appears that during the 1950s, when the bulk of the models were built (using 
reclaimed crane cases), there were nine titles. These were: 


Burglar 
Drunkards Dream 


Egypt 
Haunted Churchyard 
Haunted House 
Hells Kitchen 
Miser 
Night Watchman 
Witches Cave 


As I’ve stated previously, some of the Egypt models have different tittles: Pharaoh the 
Egyptian and Pharaohs Tomb, but are all basically the same model. All other titles in 
addition to the original nine appear to have been produced as ‘one-offs’, and were 
probably made much later by Arthur alone. The picture opposite, taken at Chessington 
Zoo in the 1970s, is a great example of some of the later machines, all in Clown cases. 
Note too, that Arthur was now building some models in wider style cases. The four 
machines that can be identified still exist, and it is likely that the other two also exist. 
Although only guess work, the two unidentified models in the picture are probably Ding- 
Dong Dell in standard width case, and Haunted House in wide case. This is a fairly 
educated guess, as although the picture is in black and white, we know that the machine 
cases are painted a nasty pink colour (due to Arthur’s colour blindness no doubt) and 
individual pictures of all of these machines exist — all painted pink. 

There is however, a seventh machine painted in the same colour. This is a Haunted 
House in a standard width clown case — a completely different model to that with which 
most of us will be familiar. So I’m not entirely sure where that fits in! That too exists, 
and is at the Lincoln Toy Museum along with Ding-Dong Dell; Frankenstein (wide case) 
and Haunted House (wide case). The wide cased Haunted House is pictured in Darren 
Hesketh’s book (page 56), at the time being in the ownership of Clive Baker who had 
(wisely) repainted it blue! 
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Now, whilst on the subject of Lincoln Toy Museum, at I this point I should put the record 
straight. As some of you will know, I have a habit of talking crap at times, and it would 
appear that I have been guilty of doing so here! I have previously made reference to 
machines being on public display at the Toy Museum, but apparently it’s been closed for 
the last couple of years. This is particularly disappointing, as there are ten Bollands 
models there, four of which (as I’ve just mentioned) are later ‘One offs’, but at least we 
know where they are.

If you ever find 
you have an abundance of coat-hanger wire; old egg boxes and a loud speaker 
with the cone missing, you too could try making a working model! 
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So, where are we with numbers? So far, ninety-one machines have been identified and 
verified, but there are still a few more ‘possibles’, and I’m certain there are many more 
out there. I’ve now included Bloody Tower and the wide cased Pharos fortune teller on 
the list, as I now know where they are — they’re in America. This brings the number of 
Bollands models residing in the States to twenty-one; a considerable percentage out of a 
total of ninety-one. However, following a few emails and a long telephone conversation 
with Greg McLamore a while back, he reckons there could be any number up to fifty 
over there. He’s promised he’ll be on the lookout and will take notes of any he comes 
across, but America’s a big place so it could take a while! 

I’ve now created two lists in order that some of the later machines built as one-offs, 
but with the same title, are not confused. For example, I had previously listed two 
Frankensteins, with a possible third. But compare the picture below with the picture of 
Anthony Ellis’s Frankenstein’s Laboratory on the front cover of issue 11, and clearly 
they are entirely different models. There is also another Ding-Dong Dell, whose 
whereabouts have not yet been confirmed, so I wonder if that’s completely different to 
the one at Lincoln Toy Museum, pictured opposite? 


The Numbers 


We have ninety-one confirmed so far and Night Watchman is still in the lead! (Now at 
thirteen). But there are still more to come. Dave Hooper contacted me a while back with 
news of ten that were sold at auction many years ago, all of which went to France. They 
were bought by Collector Jean Paul Favand, and are now in his museum in Paris, Le 
Musee des arts Forains. So far I have been unable to obtain pictures of these ten 
machines or definite confirmation that they are still in Paris, but I hope to have news 
soon. We have a subscriber in France, to whom I shall write pleading for help! So ’m 
hoping he’Il be able to do some detective work. 

Anyway, here is the list of numbers for the original nine models, and a separate list 
for the one-offs. Most of the original nine are built into reclaimed crane cases, the 
majority of which seem to be the smaller Exhibit Supply cranes, but so far two have 
been identified in French crane cases.

‘In addition, there are the six Pharos fortune tellers. These were among the last of the 
models built by Arthur in the 1970s, and were all originally built on 2p play. Of the four 
that are in this country, one is on public display among Steve Maxted’s excellent 
collection at the tourist information centre, Rye. The other three are all owned by 
Blackpool Pleasure Beach, all of which I have seen (and played) in the past, but I’m 
afraid they are no longer on public display. As some of you may already know, the 
owners of the Pleasure Beach plan to auction them, along with a number of other 
machines, later in the year — I hope to have details shortly, hopefully by the next issue. 

In addition to the later (sometimes peculiar) one-offs Arthur built with clown cases, 
he continued to build some of the old-favourites. So far, I’ve identified two Drunkards 
Dreams and one Burglar in clown cases, but I’m sure there are more. As there are many 
machines on the list for which I do not have pictures, I desperately need to hear from 
anyone who has, or knows of, any Bollands models in these later style cases. Please 
keep the info. coming in, as I think we’ve come a long way since I started this survey at 
the beginning of the year — but there’s still a long way to go.

Since the last issue, we’ve already added two more to the list — one of which creates a 
problem, but I'll come to that later. First came news from Barry Saunders, who has a 
small allwin called Nine Pins. This is another fairground themed machine with a gallery 
and individual cups, with a simple coin return and free ball for each winning cup. 
Although I don’t remember, I must have seen this machine at some time in the past, as I 
have visited Barry on a couple of occasions — it just shows my memory and eyesight 
really are getting bad with old age! Anyway, it’s a nice little machine and the only one 
to be identified so far. 

Next, I heard from Chris Scott who has recently acquired a 24 Winning Cups. This 
is a giant multi cup, again with a coin return and free ball for each cup. Chris bought this 
at the recent Sarratt auction, so many of you must have seen it — I was probably the only 
one there who didn’t! As soon as I saw the picture, I realised that I have seen one of 
these in the past. When I first took over Mechanical Memories Museum from John 
Hayward, he was operating one there. His machine was sold when I took over (I’ve no 
idea to whom) and it was definitely not the machine Chris has just bought, so we know 
there are at least two of these to survive. 
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‘Now, here’s the problem. Carter’s book lists a 20 Winning Cups but I’m beginning to 
think this is a mistake, and that it should have been listed as 24 Winning Cups. Both of 
the giant Wonders multi cups I operate at Brighton (One Fruit and Pot Luck) have 
nineteen cups. I have a vague recollection that Honest Joe also has nineteen cups. We 
know that twenty-four cup machines exist, not just Wonders but also from B.M.Co and 
Whales, but having given this some thought I can’t work out how twenty cups would be 
configured on the playfield (assuming they were symmetrically placed). So if anyone 
actually owns a 20 Winning Cups, please let me know!

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Out and About 


For my latest trip out and about, Sharron and I visited Joe Pettitt’s collection of 
working models and automata at the Bones Lane Antiques Centre, Battlesbridge. 


We first visited Battlesbridge, I guess seven or eight years ago, and have been trying to 
find the time to return in order to feature this wonderful collection in the magazine. Well 
we finally made it a couple of weeks ago, so here’s the result! However, if you enjoy 
browsing around antiques shops, you really need to allow a little more time than we did 
on this occasion. We left home late morning, so by the time we reached Battlesbridge it 
was lunchtime. Having spent two hours in the pub, it was mid afternoon before we got to 
the Barns Lane Antiques Centre, where Joe’s collection is housed. The remainder of the 
afternoon was spent photographing machines and chatting with Joe, which meant there 
was no time to look round the rest of the antiques shops — Sharron was not impressed! 

So, what’s on display? Of particular interest are two beautifully engineered model 
steam engines. These were cased by Charles Ahrens in the 1920s and have been coin- 
operated ever since. Joe acquired these from the Kursaal, Southend — a real treasure 
throve for old amusements, before it closed in the 70s.

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‘Also from Ahrens are two of their huge working models: English Execution and The 
Bell Ringers, plus a fine example of the Marathon Cycle Race. Joe’s machine has a very 
impressive hand-painted picture in the centre, a space that would originally have been 
filled with a large white enamel, matching the four smaller enamels in the corners. The 
painting is dated 1938, so after very nearly seventy years it could almost be considered 
original! Sadly, it was out of order on the day we visited — hardly surprising, as these 
machines are an absolute pain to operate. 

Taking pride of place in the centre of the room is a coin-operated set of Gallopers, 
which Joe hand-built from scratch many years ago. They are housed in a magnificent 
hexagonal, cast-iron case, which also came from the Kursaal. Also centrally placed is a 
nicely restored English cast-iron octagonal Mutoscope, which still operates without the 
use of electricity. The reel is illuminated via a frosted glass panel at the top of the 
machine. These machines would originally have taken light from the open sky, being 
situated in large numbers at the end of English seaside piers.

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Back to working models, and the Haunted House by Leonard Lee is certainly one not to 
be missed; the detail in this model is quite astounding. The master of the house, dressed 
in top hat and tails, returns home at midnight (rather the worse for booze, it appears) and 
as he sways back and forth, is subjected to some interesting goings-on as the model 
chimes twelve. There are some clever movements in this model, and combined with 
great detail, is a truly classic working model. Completing the line-up of working models 
are: Dennison Sleeping Beauty and a rare (possibly unique) Kraft Drunkards Nightmare. 

No collection is complete without a fortune telling machine, and here you will find 
an imposing floor standing automaton thought to be by Birmingham Operating Co. Once 
you’ve had your fortune told, how about a couple of magic tricks? Two Bryans magic 
machines nestle between the larger exhibits: Disappearing Disc and String Cutter. 

So, a nice compact collection of some very rare and interesting machines, and a 
thoroughly enjoyable day out. There’s plenty to see in the numerous antiques shops, 
each with individual specialities, and there are refreshments available on site (busy times 
only). Oh, and as I mentioned earlier, there’s a great pub just down the road!

How I started my Collection

I suppose it might have been the lure of winning some ready cash which first drew me to 
the amusement arcades as a kid. My first main memories of penny arcades were on 
holidays in Rhyl in the late sixties and early seventies with my mum and dad. A week 
was never long enough! They took me on holidays to many other places but if I hadn’t 
been to Rhyl, I hadn’t been on holiday! 

I was always given a daily quota of lp and 2ps and tried to make them last as long 
as humanly possible. I remember playing on the Penny Cascades and Brenco triple taps 
until my fingers hurt — I must have become quite good, as a handful of pennies seemed 
to last for ages! Not any more — I have a Cascade and it’s a good job I’ve got the key to 
get my pennies back! I particularly remember those working models in one of the 
arcades. Most of them seemed big to a small kid, but two of them I remember seemed 
huge — one was of firemen putting out a fire and the other the English execution. I have 
visited Rhyl quite a few times since and they don’t seem to have been missing until all 


that long ago. 
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‘As I say, at that time it must have been the cash which mattered (of course, it still does. 
We all need a few more pennies these days) as my favourites were always the ones 
where you could see the money inside the machine ready to be won! Pushers, Tip-em- 
off, Cascades and, amongst others, the Brenco Poker Pairs — a column of pennies from 
one of these used to buy a good sized bag of sweets back then. Of course, I never ended 
up with any pennies left at the end of the day, but then who did? (Arcade owners not 
included). 

I suppose they must have been there, but strangely, I can’t remember having played 
on any allwins in those arcades. My only memory of playing on an allwin was when my 
father lifted me up as a very small boy to put a couple of coins into one of a long line of 
allwins at what is now Chasewater Country Park. It was only a short walk away from 
where we lived, and used to have a fantastic little penny arcade complete with prize 
bingo! Sadly, it has long been closed down. The building is still in use — it was the park 
ranger’s office last time I looked. 

I have always been interested in amusement machines, but only interested enough 
to start buying them for about the past three years or so. I reckon I must fall into the 
category of ‘Slottie’ but as you might have guessed, most of my machines are from the 
early seventies, electro-mechanical, nearly always big and heavy and probably wouldn't 
interest some of you. I hadn’t realised there was a slottie community, and the only place 
I knew of to buy anything from was Ebay. I suspect I am not alone when I say that Ebay 
has been my main source of purchases, my first being a Brenco Pokers Pairs. We took 
the Transit and a picnic on a lovely sunny Sunday to Prestatyn for this one — the first of 
what are now quite a few similar outings to collect my acquisitions! I suppose this 
proves that nostalgia must play a big part in our interest in old machines. My small 
collection consists mainly of the stuff I used to play on back in Rhyl all those years ago. 
I haven’t got an allwin yet. It’s not really at the top of my list but I reckon it’s inevitable 
that I will be adding one to my collection sooner or later. Even now, if it works on the 
old big penny, it doesn’t have the same draw ‘cos I don’t really remember using them! 

I came along to the Sarratt auction, and although I wasn’t successful in buying 
anything in the auction all was not lost as I managed to buy the most fantastic looking 
Arcadian bandit from one of the stalls at the back of the hall. I had the most memorable 
day and enjoyed talking to several friendly and interesting people. I hope this will be the 
first of many more such days! Well done Jerry for making it happen.
